11-19, in issues 27-35) is certainly the best story you’ve ever 
published, including Albedo, with a seemingly endless series of 
clever riffs on nursery rhymes, fairy tales, and the French 
Revolution. Why in the world isn’t it a graphic novel yet? It’s 
better than 95% of the trade- paperback ‘product’ out there, 


including most of AP’s books, and I think it has all the makings of 


a furry ‘breakout’ book. Pulp adventure and war Stories are 
minority tastes, but everyone’s enjoyed fairy tales. 

_The start of this sequence was where the story took a 
rather grim turn, though it could never overcome the humor. The 


installments also got longer, a welcome change; there was a lot of 
story and history to get through. In #27, as the revolution began to _ 


run wild, we saw posters making it a capital crime to (say) look as 
though one had been talking to an aristocrat lately, and it became 
the fashion in heaven to have head and body separate. An excellent 
reinterpretation of ‘The Cat and the Fiddle’, too. And while things 
got grim for Thomas in #28-30, the terror was mitigated by his 
inability to understand how much trouble he was in. And prison — 
slop serving as an occasion to play ‘Pease Porridge Hot’ and 
‘Goldilocks’. And ‘Old Mother Hubbard’ adapted as prison rules. 
A truly loathsome swine in: #29- 30; I think he deserved more 
comeuppance despite one slight repentance in #30. The art is good 
throughout, but particularly so in the street scenes of #33, 
culminating in the big boom. She does a remarkably wide variety 
of characters remarkably well. Quite a sweet finale, if rather April- 
-and-December. => |
